And whereas the Election Tribunal appointed by the Election Commission for 
the trial of the said petition set aside the election of Shri Bhairon Lai (alias 
Kalabadal) and further declared Shri Jujhar Singh as duly elected by an order 
dated the 15th July, 1953 which was published in thei Gazette of India, Extraordi¬ 
nary, Part |II, Section 3, dated the 6th August, 1063 and thereafter ceased to 
exist; 

And whfereas the High Court of Judicature for Rajasthan, Jaipur Bench, on 
the appeal filed before that Court by Shri Bhairon Lai (alias Kalabadal) has set 
aside the s^id order of the Tribunal; 

And whireas the Election Tribunal appointed by the Election Commission, in 
pursuance of the provisions of Section 86 of the Representation of the People Act 
1951 (XLIII of 1951) for further trial of the said petition has, in pursuance of 
the provisions contained in Section 103 of the said Act, sent a copy of its order to 
the*Conimis|sion; 

Now, th^efore, in pursuance of the provisions of section 106 of the said Act, 
the Electiori Commission hereby publishes the said order of the Tribunal, ^

ORDER 

The petitioner had filed an election petition on 16th May 1962 challenging th 
election of Shri Bhalron Lai which was accepted by the then Tribunal on 15t 
July, 1953. The non-petitioner filed a writ of certiorari before the Hon’ble Hig] 
Court (Jaipur Bench) which by its order dated 22nd February 1956, accepted th 
same, set aside the judgment of the then Tribunal and remanded the case fo 
further trial. The Ejection Commission having constituted the present Tribuna 
the hearing of the case came up before It on 6th August 1956 when the petitions 
informed that he does not want to press his petition any more and wanted tim^ 
to present an application to that effect. Consequently the case was adjourned fo 
the 8th August, 1956 and the petitioner has presented an application stating thereli 
that in view of the fact that he has also joined the Congress party to which th 
opposite party belonged, he does not want to prosecute his petition any more. Hi! 
statement has also been recorded and it has been also found that he has already 
withdrawn the sum of Rs. 1,000 deposited by him as security for costs. He ha! 
been asked by the Tribunal to deposit the said security under section 118 of the 
Representation of the People Act 1961 (Apt No. XLIII of 1961) but he has giver 
a statement that he is not prepared to do so. 

In view of the fact that the petitioner is not prepared to deposit any security 
for costs and is not going to prosecute his petition any more, the petition is hereby 
dismissed.
